New York, Sept. 24. 
Four declines in five sessions last week cost 
stock prices nearly two per cent of their 


total paper values. 


The decline was conditioned 
by a weakening in technical in- 
dicatora which made priccs— 
high by historical standards in 
any case—doubly susceptible to 
adverse news developments.
